In these days popular christ- 


lanity places what it recognizes | 


as love above the gifts of the 
Spiit. In popular rebgious 
literature as well as pulpits the 
beautiful life of love as they 
understand it is described by 
pen and tongue. The picture 
as painted by both writers and 
speakers is so attractive that 
almost every one that reads or 
hears almost involuntarily ae- 
cepts the teaching and craves 
anexperience that will mea- 
sure to their iceal of such a life. 

How many times have you 
heard the expression, ““Oh to 
love like Jesus loved!’’ How 
many times have you desired 
to be filled with love so you 
could Jove as Jesus loved? 
How often has Jesus been held 
up as an example of perfect 


love? His beautiful life, 'ov- 
ing deeds and acts of merey 
have been emphasized by 
tongue and pen. 
mind can 


No human 
exaggerate the 
lovely character of our Savior. 
The strongest eloquence can 
never deseribe the fullness of 
this love and do it justice. 
Language fails to describe, 
imagination falls far short of 
giving a description that is 
wholly satisfactory. 

John the beloved disciple 
tells us that ‘‘God is love.”’ 
As God was in Christ reeoneil- 
ing the world to Himself it 
woula not be out of place to 
say that Jesus Christ was the 
very embodiment of love while 
He waiked on this earth. 
Then surely no one would 
question that this beautiful life 


of love was lived right here in 
this world in its perfection. 
No matter how far short His 
followers have been in the dis- 
play of this hfe Jesus proved 
thatit could be lived right here 
in this present evil world. 

To many  unthoughtful 
ininds it would seem that such 
a perfect life would not be 
eriticised by any human being 
on earth. And no doubt in 
the minds of many who have 
bee nentranced with His beau- 
tiful character as it has been 
describe by speakers and writ- 
ers there was no thought of 
difficulties or persecutions. 
Indeed it seems strange that 
the beavtiful life of Jesus 
would have met with such 
oppositions and _ persecutions. 
But history shows that oppo- 
sitions and persecutions were 
extremely severe. 

The Apostles and followers 
of Jesus who evidently lived 
the beautiful life after him 
mec with thesame oppositions 
and persecutions. They were 
whipped imprisoned, crucified, 
killed by crucifixion and oth- 








er wise. After they had _ re- 
buked fevers, healed the sick, 
raised the dead and preached 
the wonderful gospel of salva- 
tion to a lost world aid taught 
the good way and lived the 
beautiful life of love they 
were considered the ‘‘filth of 
the world, the offscouring of 
all things,’’ and condemned 
as criminals. 

To live the imaginary life of 
love isa popular desire among 
professed Christians, but to 
closely follow Jesus and live 
the life as he lived it for an ex- 
ample is decidedly unpopular 
in thesedays. To live the life 
according to Christ Jesus will 
draw the oppositions and per- 
secutions similar tothe time in 
which Jesus and His disciples 
lived. ‘“‘Yea, and all that 
will live godly in Christ Jesus 
shall suffer persecutions,” 
(2 Tim.3:12.) This applies 
to all times. 

Love plays an important 
part in the life of a Christain. 

Without it one is not a 
Christian .All Christians ac- 
knowledge this. All profess- 
ing Christians claim they have 
it in a greater or less degree. 
Not a few are free to give their 
own definition of love. They 
say it will show no opposition 
to anything and to do what 
they call “‘good things’’ is the 
fruits of love and_ therefore 
such people are all right with 
God and will go to heaven 
when they die. 

Many seem to forget that 
Paul intimates that people 
can talk sweet and give freely 
of their goods to help the 
poor and still not have love. 
There may appear to be a hu- 
man love or sympathy that 
would resemble in some re- 
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spects the loveas taught in the 

sible, but that is not the kind 
that will count at the judg- 
ment. 

It is not uncommon to hear 
people say in the language of 
1 John 3:14, ‘“‘We know we 
have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the breth- 
ren,’’ and add with emphasis, 
“T know I| love the br@thren.”’ 
And to them that is the end of 
the matter. They say they 
know they love the brethren, 
but that does not prove the 
matter. In his letter to the 
Corinthians Paul says, 
“Wherefore show ye to them, 
and before the churches, the 
proof of your love.’’ -Eyery 
honest sincere soul wants an 
immistakable proof that they 
are possessed with the real 
Bible love. Turn to | John 5: 
2, 5 and you will seesomething 
that way give you a little help 
on thisline. ‘By this we know 
that we love the children of 
God, when we love God and 
keep his commandments. For 
this is the love of God, that we 
keep his commandments,” 

When one is keeping God’s 
commandments according to 
Scripture rightly divided, then 
he is safe in saying “I know I 
love the brethren.” Again we 
read in | John 4:7,*Beloved let 
us love one another: for love is 
of God: And every one that 
loveth is born of God, and 
knoweth God,” This proves 
that the Bible love is of God 
which is not merely human 
love. This also shows that a 
man to have this love must be 
areal child of God by being 
born of God. One who is not 
born of God then has not this 
love even if he does claim it. 
Listen again, John also adds 








that one that has this love that 
loves the brethren “‘knoweth 
God.” Atl John 2:3 we read, 
‘And hereby we do know that 
we know him, if we keep his 
commandments. And in the 
next verse he ,adds,“He that 
saith, [ kuow him,and keepeth 
not his commandments, is a liar 
and the truth is not in him,” 

John writes plain language 
that is easily understood and 
if one is not careful he will 
prove himself a liar when he 
says he knows he has_ passed 
from death unto hfe because 
he loves the brethren! Here 
are three proofs either for or 
against him. First a man 
‘cannot love the brethren un- 
less he is born of God. That 
is all right and good. Second, 
that when a man is born of 
God and loves the brethren 
he knows God and third, as a 
proof of his knowing God is 
the keeping of God’s com- 
mandments which is in_ per- 
fect agreement with the verse 
above where John said, ‘‘For 
this is the love of God that we 
keep his commandments,’’ 
and John declares that, for a 
man to say he knows God, or 
loves the brethren without 
keeping His commandments 
‘‘he is a liar, and the truth is 
not in him.’’ 

Again I wish to call atten- 
tion to 2 John 6, ‘‘And this 
is love, that we walk after his 
commandments.’’ Then to 
make clear what he means by 
God’s commandments he tells 
us what they are. ‘‘This is 


the commandment, That as 
ye have heard from the begin- 
ning, ye should walk in it.’’ 
And to make it still clearer so 
no one need be mistaken he 
shows in the 9th verse that it 
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is the doctrine of Christ. 


Now to make the matter 
still plainer tt is no trouble to 
tind that the apostles’ doctrine 
in which they all continued 
(Acts 2:42) was the doctrine 
of Christ. At Heb. 2:5 we 
read, “Which at the first be- 
gan to be spoken by the Lord, 
and was confirmed unto us by 
them that heard him.’’ 


.People say they love the 
brethren andat the same time 
sneer at and_ reject divine 
healing for the body, when 
Jesus and the apostles all 
taught and practiced it. Peo- 
ple say they love the brethren 
and at the same time reject 
speaking in tongues, casting 
out devils and other mani- 
festations of the Spirit which 
was clearly taught and_ prac- 
ticed by our Lord and his dis- 
ciples. The same can be said 
of sanctification in many in- 
stances as well as feet washing, 
the Lord’s supper and baptism 
of water. 


Love in John the baptist 
called many of the Pharisees 
and Saducees a *“‘Generation 
of vipers.’’ Love in Jesus 


called many of the same kind 


of religious people ‘‘Hypo- 
erites’’ and said to them ‘‘But 
ve believe not, because ye are 
not of my sheep.” Love in 
Peter told the religious Jews 
that they had killed the 
‘Prince of life” and crucified 
Him. Love in the apostle 
Paul said, ‘‘But if our gospel 
be hid, it is hid to them that 
are Jost.’’ Love in the apos- 
tle John said, ‘Ifa man say, 
1 love God, and hateth his 
brother, he isa liar: for he 
that loveth not his  broth- 
er whom he _ hath seen, 





how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen? And 
this commandment have we 
from him, That he that loveth 
(tod love his brother also.’’ 
And a proof of his love for 
his brother is, ““‘When = we 
love God and keep his com- 
mandments,’? and His com- 
mandments are those given 
above — the doctrine © of 
Christ. This 
Christ inclades His Church to 
which the followers of Christ 
were added. His was the only 
church known and all that be- 
heved were of one heart and 
of one soul. This love puts 
all into the same way as at 
the beginning of the gospel. 
Those who oppose the 
tongues and other manifesta- 
tions of the Spirit often refer 
to 1 Cor. 13 and say that love 
is the main thing and more 
important than healing, the 
tongues and the church, but 
to leve the brethren includes 
all of these as we have shown 
above. In the light of the a- 
bove argument we could read 
thus: ‘Though I speak with 
tongues of men and of angels, 
and have not love (R. V ) (Do 
not obey the doctrine of Jesus 
ana the Apostles) lam become 
as sounding brass, or a_ tink- 
ling cymbal, And though I 
have the gift of prophecy, and 
understand all mysteries, and 
all kuuwledze; and though | 
have all faith, so that | could 
remove mountains, and have 
no: love (R. V.) (Do not obey 
the doctrine of Jesus and the 
Apostles.) lam nothing.

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WHAT IS PENTECOST?

This leaves but two works unac- 
counted for. The only ones that 
were not centuries old when that 
list was penned by Paul. 

It is plain then that TONGUES 
and INTERPRETATION OF 
TONGUES are the only works that 
were peculiar to Pentecost and the 
age it ushered in. The only de- 
scription of Pentecost is that in the 
second chapter of Acts. In this 
account there are three things and 
only three that are new and peculiar 
to that day. 

1. ‘“‘A sound asof the 
of a mighty wind.’’ 

2. ‘*Tongues parting asunder, 
like as of fire; and it sat upon each 
of them.’’ 

3. “All e «# # began to 
speak with other tongues as the 
Spirit gave them utterance.’’ 

What has been called Peter's 
wonderful sermon was not new. 
Jonah’s preaching saved a whole 
city, while all the wonders of Pen- 
tecost touched only a few thousands 
out of several hundred thousand 
gathered together at Jerusalem. In 
saving men directly, Jonah was far 
more successful than pentecost. 

It is significant and instructive 
for each of us that all these new 
workings are outward, -physical 
manifestations. There is here none 
of the sweet quiet workings of grace 
in the inner man, but a tremendous 
rough working of matter to be seen 
and heard and wondered at by all 
the multitudes. A pentecost with- 
out outward workings IS NOT 
BIBILCAL. 

Without being directly described 
there were evidently some peculiar 

stions on the part of the disciples 
for they are called ‘‘filled with new 
wine’’ merely speaking in a strange 
language certainly never could sug- 
gest drunkenness, indeed just the 
opposite condition of mind would 
seem necessary for such an intellect- 
ual feat. In the 33rd verse Peter 
speaks of something the crowd could 
SEE as well as HEAR. 





rushing 


This puts it beyond question that 
besides the audible speaking in 
tongues there was some visible effect 
so curions that Peter could refer to 
itas known by each one of his 
hearers. ‘There is no hint showing 
the continuance of the rushing 
sound or tongues of fire, they are 
not mentioned again; but that word 
‘‘drunken’’ irresistibly suggests the 
‘“Be not drunken with wine but be 
filled with the Spirit.’’ 

Speaking with other tongues then 
is the only new power given the 
disciples. Even the accompanying 
gift of the ‘interpretation of 
tongues’’ is not mentioned on that 
day, but seems to have keen given 
unostentatiously afterwards. 

Thus it is clear that speaking in 
tongues actually was on that day 
of Pentecost in Jerusalem some 
nineteen hundred years ago the only 
new working of the Spirit of God 
given to mankind. As far as the 
records go no man had ever before 
been given that power, but from 
that day it was the common priva- 
lege of common church members. 
(I. Cor. 14:26.) 


In view of the above facts how’ 
can anyone think that he has ‘‘had 


his Pentecost’? when he has had 
neither the sound of the rushing 
mighty wind nor the visible fire up- 
on his person, nor has ever spoken 
in other tongues as the Spirit gave 
utterance. According to the Bible 
there is only one act that shows 
true pentecust—to speak in tongues. 

The writer began this study of 
Pentecost to prove for his own satis- 
faction that the above statement 
was too extreme, and that many 
men had received Pentecost without 
tongues, but the Bible is too plain 
and we have been forced to make 
these sweeping statements. 


It all depends upon what is meant 
by being baptized in the Holy Spir- 
it. If itis being filled or anointed, 
or receiving the spirit and being 
used mightily, or being sanctified 
by Him, itis true that men have 
for generations been receiving these 
blessings without once dreaming of 
tongaes Butif one refers to the 
Pentecostal Baptism (Luke 24:49, 


Acts 1:S and 2:4) it is for the objec~ 
tor to show chapter and verse where 
the Bible teaches that there is any 
other work that can be done by men 
to prove that he has had this par- 
ticular Baptism. 

While tongues are the peculiar 
work following Pentecost, they are 
not the only work done by those bap- 
tized, or even the most important, 
To stop with that and do nothing 
else is to lose the real value of the 
great blessing of God’s presence that 
inakes the tongues possible. It is 
the Baptism upon which the prom- 
ises concentrate their attention and 
it is the baptism which brings into 
a man the entire range of the work- 
ings of the Holy Spirit Himself who 
is thus ready to work in all His 
completeness the nine works of the 
Spirit and all else that He would 
have done, 

Many are saying it is POWER 
they want, they don’t care for the 
tongues. God’s ideas of this are 
very different from those men nat- 
urally entertain. To wait .on God 
for power and at the same time in- 
sist on what is to be given, and how 
it is to be given, and what experi- 
ences we are to pass throngh is the 
surest way to fail, because God will 
never do anything on such condi- 
tions except to discipline the aud- 
aclous one appreaching Him in 
such a high-handed manner. 

Speaking in tongues is certainly 
an exhibition of rower. We muot 
remember that tongues were not 
thought of by man, neither were 
they asked for, but were given to 
his intense astonishment and won- 
der.

If Pen- 
tecost came in such a manner as to 
command the respect and honor of 
all men it would be different trom 
all the other works of God in saving 
men. We are saved by the cross of
